all which I ſhall prove and explain as followeth,”*— © ot 
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Of the nſe of the word Moral. 
SECT. L 


> 7-ſt, That the Reader may not be under any miſtake about 
the uſe I make of the word Moral throughout this Treatifſe, 
I ſhall here acquaint him, that in its ſelf it belongeth to Man- 
ners, Civility or Behaviour, preperly to the Actions of Man, - 
only as he is Man: And ſo by ſome the Moral Law 1s taken for 
the Law, Lighr, or Inſtin&t of Nature which Adam had in the 
State of Inrocency z which alths this be true, yet I alſo make 
a larger uſe of the word: For as no Man knoweth by Nature , 
the exterit of Adams light in all particulars, for his Obedience 
when he was in Innocency, and therefore cannot deſcribe the 
whole of that Law of Nature :.. And as I ſuppoſe the probibiti- 
on to him not to eat of the Tree of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil, will not be deny'd by any to have been binding for all his 
poſterity as Men, ſo we muſt have recourſe to Divine Revela- 
tion for the better nndeyſtanding our Moral agd noiverfal Duty 
to Gad, fince..the-Law of Natareis fo mnch vbliterated'in us 
through the fall./ And therefore becauſe of the darkneſs and 
depravity of our Minds, we have the ſubſtance of the Law of 
Nature given to us in written Precepts, which may be called 
Moral, as they are not Ceremonial, but. perpetually and uni- 
verſally;bindivg to all Men for their Obedience unto God,--and 
alſo Inſtitutions by Divine Revelation, as being now a -more 
full diſcovery to us of the Mind of God firit implanted: in: our 
innocent Parents, than we retain in our Natures, or can 'reco- 
ver in our fall, So that when I ſpeak of the Moral Law, or 
of Morality, it muſt be taken as the Adjunct Matter governs 
It in either ſence, of the Law or Light of Nature alone in the 
Seo of Innacency, or contained in thoſe tranſcribed Precgpts 
of the Ten Commandments, as.the ſubſtance thereaf' in general 
Heads, and in thaſe other Precepts that morally do explain 
them, which I ſhall only take notice of wherein 1am concern- 
ed, and not collect and referr them all to their proper Heads. 
In brief, Luſe the word Adoral in common to thoſe things that 
are of univerſal and perpetual Concern.to all Mankind for their -

Moreover, Our Saviour puts this matter clearly out of doubt, 
becauſe he referrs the making of the Sabbath ( not to the firſt 
Inſtitution of it at the gathering of Manna in the Wilderneſs, 
but) to the time of God's creating Man, ſaying, The Sabbath was 
made for Man, and not Man for the Sabbath ;, that is, the Sab- 
bath was not firſt made, and then Man for the ſake of the Sab- 
bath, but Man was firſt Created, and. then the Sabbath was 
ſan@ified for his Happineſs, as the bleſſing of it ſignifieth. God's 
bare ceaſing from Work did not make it for Man, but his San- 
Cifying it, or ſetting that time apart from the common uſe of 
Man for the ſervice and worſhip of his Creator, and: then we 
have reaſon to believe he did immediately reveal the knowledge 
of ir to Adam, that he might anſwer the deſign of Godya ſan- 
Cifying the ſeventh day for him, and to make it a pattern for 
after Apes. CES 

But ſome have ſaid, That the ſanftifying of the ſeventh- 
day Sabbath, on which God reſted from his Work of Creati- 
on,. was written by way of Anticipation of the Order. of time 
in Moſes Sacred Hiltory, and ſo tho God reſted the ſeventh day 
from all. his Works,. yet the Sabbath was not ſanftified for Man 
till after 1/raels coming out of Egypt. , * 

Anſwer, This is a -weak and groundleſs Notion that ſome

nant, that under its Obligations, and their truſt; of the Oracles 
of God together with it, the Meſſias ſhould be declared, and in 
the Typical ſervice of the viſible Covenant of Works, they 
ſhould Miniſter as Witneſſes of the Grace of God in Chriſt to

2. But tho the Fews with the Gentile Proſelytes that put them- 
ſelves under their Covenant of Works by Circumciſion were 
under a peculiar Obligation of the whole Moſaical Law ; yet 
they were not' ſo abſolutely tyed up unto this Covenant of 
Works, as to be wholly concluded by it unto their Eternal 
State ; for God did not bring that People abſolutely under it 
in all the rigor of it, according to its whole Law and tenor, 
ſo as to ſtand or fall, abſolutely by its Promiſes or T hreatnings, 
for the promiſe of Grace in Chriſt being given upon the firſt 
entrarice of Sin \into the World, and renewed io Abraham 430 
Years before the giving of the Law to his poiterity, there was 
a bleſſed relief and Salvation provided therein tor the EleCt 
that betook themſelves unto it, and made uſe of ir againſt che 
Curſe and Threatnings annexed to the firſt Covenant, broken in 
and by our firſt Parents, and to our Perſonal Tranſgreſſions of 
the Law : So that th6 the Iſraelites were under a ſpecial Obliga- 
tion of perſet Obedience to $inai's Covenant of Works, yet 
there was another Covenant before confirmed of God in Chriſt 
miniſtred with it and by it, that the Ele by Faith Rs 

al 
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Chriſt as their perfe&- High Prieſt and compleat Propitiation, 
through the Veil and Shadowy Diſpenſation of the Law, might 
he relieved from its Curſe by Reaſon of its weakneſs, through 
tae Fleſh that could not keep it. 

3. The Decalogue or Ten Commandments, being declared 
with a particular DireCtion unto 1/rael, mide the Obiization of 
Obedience to them as ſo promulgated on Mount $747, to be- 
long unto them as general Heads, not only of tie Moral Branches 
of the Law in other Precepts given by Moſes, bit alſo of the 
Typical and Ceremonial Branches thereof ; which being appro- 
priated and ſuited only tothat preſent State of the Jewiſh Church, 
did Intitle the Moral Law particularly unto them as a Covenant 
of Works, which to us is only an Everiaſting Rule, as declarative 
of the Will of:God, and the-ſubſtance ot the Law of our Creati- 
on.

Ere I ſhall ſpeak to a Propofition, which is, that the Law 
of Nature, and the ſame in the written Moral Law of

Difpenſation of the Law of Moſes, Which 

2. Seeing the Gentiles were not abſolutely required to renew 
the Law of Nature delivered on-Mount $72a7, as a Viſible and Ex- 
ternal Covenant, intailing the Ceremonial Worſhip of God de- 
livered to the Jews, but were to receive the Moral Law on the 
Obligation of Nature as*a Rule of Holy Life, whereby they 
were under an Obligation of ſome Divine Worſhip ; which for- 
aſmuch as it could not be of the whole Ceremonial Law of 
Moſes, and that the Light of humane Nature alone, could not 
diſcover the Will of God for their perfe&t Obedience therein : 
We have then Reaſor' to believe, that the Gerriles before the 
Law had fome Precepts of God or Divine Revelation given to 
them how they ſhould worſhip him ; and that theſe were hand-

Hicre the Apoſtle confirms his Moral Doctrine to the Gentiles 
by the Authority of the fifth Commandmeurt, or firſt with pro- 
miſe z which plainly ſhews, that ir is of its ſelf binding to us all 
under the Goſpel, and he Moralizeth the Promiſe by ſaying 
Earth, inſtead of the Land which the Lord tby God giveth thee : So 
chat the Promiſe was not only to pertain to the Jews in the Land 
of Canazn, but was perpetually to continue to all the Gentiles: 
and ſo we may fay in the aforeſaid caſe of every one that killed 
a Man unawares, who was to flee into the City of Refuge, and

*T"O proceed therefore on the fourth Commandment, I ſhall 
] here! recite Exod. 20. g, 10, 11. Six days ſhalt thou labour, 
and do all thy work ;, but the feventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord 
thy God, init thou (halt not do any work — For m ſix days the Lord 
made Heaven and Earth, the Sea, and all that in them 1s, and refted 
the ſeventh day: wherefore the Lord bleſſed riſe Sabbath day, and hal- 
lowed it. 

1. That this Commandment is morally binding to both Jews 
and Gentiles, is evident, becauſe It is in ſubſtance the ſame with 
God's ſanCtifying the ſeventh day for Man, Ger. 2. And if the 
Sabbath be not from thence perpetually binding to all Nations, 
but reſtrained to the poſterity of the Jews, then by the ſame 
Rule the Gentiles had no intereſt in the promiſe of the Womans 
Seed, or the Meſſias, that ſhould bruiſe the Serpents Head, as 
then made to our firſt Parents ; and therefore, as I believe, it 
will be granted by all Chriſtians, that the Gentiles as well as the 
Jews had an intereſt in the firſt promiſe as then made, viz. in 
the Original diſcovery of the eſſias, as well as in thoſe after 
promiſes that are the fruits and effe&ts of it: So in like man- 
ner we have alſo ground to believe, that the firſt ſantifying of 
the Sabbath-day, was from thence ( and is alſo from the 


- fourth Commandment ) morally binding of its ſelf to both Jews 


and Gentiles; for if we queſtion the one, we may alſo doubt of 
the other. | | : 
2. The End of the fourth Commandment ſheweth it to be a 
Moral Precepr, for a time of reſt is naturally moral, and by the 
example of God and his ſanQtifying the ſeventh day to every ſix 


- working days, it is alſo become morally and perpetually bind- 


ng for all Men to keep the ſeventh day Sabbath, asa boundary

light of the Civil fifteenth Day put together ; and from thence 
in an orderly Succeſſion their Sacred time was meaſured for the 
due obſerving of thoſe Feaſts, Sabbaths, and Holy-days which 
God commanded the Children of 1/-ae/. But for their Civil 
Aﬀairs, they ſtill accounted their days from Morning:to Morn-. 
ing, aSin 1 Sam: 19.10. And David fled and eſcaped that _ 
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Of the alteration of the Account of Time. 
Saul alſo ſent Meſſengers unto Davids honſe, to watch him, and to 
ay him in the morning: And Michal Davids wife told him ſay. 
ing, If thou ſave not 5 life to night, to morrow thou ſhalt be ſlain : 
from which Scripture it plainly appears, that after that night, 
the nex Morning or Day-light was accounted the Morrow, 
which was another Day, and not belonging to the Night going 
before. And to this Mr. Tho, Godwin witneſſeth in his Book, 
called Afoſes and Aaron, page 80: where he tells us, ** Thar 
& the Fews Natural Day was two-fold : Civil, a working Day, 
« which was deſtined for Civil Buſineſſes and Works. This 
© ( faith he ) began at Sun-riſing, and held till the next Sun- 
_<rifing, fatth. 28. 1. Or Sacred, a Feſtival, or holy-day, 
<« deſtined for Holy Exerciſes : This began at Sun-ſet, and con- 
<& tinned till the next San-ſet. From all which both Sacred and 
Humane Evidence, I ſhall make this Inference, That if the Pa. 
triarchs before and after the Flood, and the Houſe of 1ſracl ſuc- 
ceſſively had either kept the ſame preciſe ſeventh day Sabbath 
from the Creation, or had reckoned the time of their begin- 
ning and ending of their Days and Weeks preciſely 2nd fſucceſ- 
fively from thence, ( alth6 their Sabbath might not have been 
duely obſerved in their bondage,) then the Fewiſh Sz2bbath from 
Evening t0 Evexing after the Alteration of the account of the day, 
could not be the preciſe ſncceſlive ſeventh day from the Crea- 
tion. And ſeeing the Scripture is ſilent in fixing the Jewiſk ſe- 
venth day, or any other Day as that preciſe ſucceſſive ſeventh 
day, we cannot telf which is the ſame ſncceſſive ſeventh day. 
from the firft ſeventh day of Reſt which God SanCtified. 
 - 3+ I premiſe, That if the Reafons I have given for Adams 
beginning his firſt Sabbath day in the Morning with the 
Day-light in that Hemiſphere of. the Garden of Eder, ſhonld 
'be counted by our Opponents too weak to draw a concluſi- 
on for a pattern to juſtifie us in beginning our Sabbath in the 
Morning, and any ſhould ſtill hold the keeping of the Sabbath 
from Evening to Evening to be ſucceſſively from the Creati- 
on, then we have this to argue againſt their Opinion, That 
as they have no Scripture for it, {5 the San was not made 
till the fourth day of the Creation ; ' and we know not in 
what part of that day it was Sun-rifing or Sun-ſetting, or Noon 
or Mid-night ia any Horizon or Hemiſphere, except we ac- 
knowledge that Adam began his firft Sabbath with the Mor- 
ning, and then- it follows that a little before the fourth 
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day was ended, it was about as much before the beginning of 
the fifth day : with the Morning or Sun-rifing in Eder, 
otherwiſe as it cannot then be known where the ſeventh day of 
God's Reſt ( which had the ſame ſucceſſive proportion of time 
as the ſix days of Creation ) was bounded with the riſing and 
ſetting of the Sun, but that when God?s ſeventh day of Reſt 
after his ſixth day of Creation began and ended any where, 
it began and ended every where at the ſame inſtant ſeaſon, and it 
was no where then any other than the ſeventh day, which 
began in ſome places at Evening, in others: at Morning, in 
others at Midnight, in others at Noon, and in ſome or other 
places at all hours of the Day and Night, and the Revolution 
of the Light and Darkneſs, was the Day which is called Natural, 
in diſtintion to that which is by ſome called the Artificial Day,or 
Day-light only, There cannot therefore from the firſt ſeventh 
day of God's Reſt be any footing of account to ineaſure out to us - 
the time of day for the beginning of our Day, nor conſequently 
for the beginning and ending Fore Sabbath-day, for thar it is 
not known to us where the Sun was when that feventh day of 
God's Reſt firſt began, unleſs we give way to what hath been 
clearly demonſtrated from the Scripture, that the. Sun aroſe, or 
was about riling then to Paradice; and to believe, as there is 
reaſon for it, that Adam had that whole Day-light ſanQified 
which preceded the Night- of his Sabbath. . 

4+ It is very : clear that God did never deſign the Law and In- 
ſtitution of the Sabbath to 7/-ac/ in the Wilderneſs, to bind either 
Jews or Gentiles to the obſervation of the preciſe orderly Suc- 
ceſſion of their ſeventh day Sabbath, as from the Creation to the 
end of the World ; becauſe we find that God timſelf did after- 
wards make an interruption of the Natural Order of; the account 
of Time,when the Sun was brought backward ten degrees in the 
Dial of Abaz, and when ir-ſtood ſtil in the midit of Heaven 
about a whole Day.

ivg ſtill the half, or that part of the Day that was palt before, 
and that followed after,when the Sun moved forwards to its going 
down, and then that Day or Day-light continued twenty four 
hours, or was about as long as the Day and Night together : and 
ſo if the Jews did reckon all that large Day-light to belong to

I Anſwer, That ifthus it was, that in an inſtant the Sun was 
paſſed through their Horizon, and the Antipode Hemiſphere, 
then they reckoned the firſt twelve hours of that long Day-light 
of twenty four hours for one Artificial Day,or Day-light,and the 
laſt twelve hours Day inſtead of Night, adding one toits preceding 
Night, and the other inſtead of a Night to the following Day- 
light, and ſo did bring their days into their former courſe again. 
But as this would have been a greater Miracle than the former, 


- Which was only a ſtgp to the Courſe of Nature for a time, fo 


there is reaſon to believe that if it had been ſo, the Holy Ghoſt 
would have recorded it in the Scripture, and Foſephns would 
not have omitted the Notice of it in his Hiſtory, where he ſpeaks 
of this larger Day than ordinary. And as to the laſt, if the Sun 
had been ſuddenly tarned backward to make it Sun-riſing in the 
Land of Caraar, then it could not have been ſo properly ſaid, 
that the Sun haſted not to go down about a whole day: For if the Sun 
had been ſaddenly put backward from its place of ſetting'to its

if we ſy the Sun was turned backwards from the place it ſtood 
{ti}, or from thence was paſled in an inſtant through their An- 
ripode Hemiſphere to its place of riſing, or which ever way 
we reckon from that time the Account of the natural courſe 
of the Day and Night to ſettle; the Jews could not poſlibly 
fall inco their due Order of Time again, as ſucceſſively from

Suns going backward and: returning in the Dial of Ahaz ( which

But to return to Purchas Hiſtory, he 
farther tells us, that the Holanders in the Year 1594. ſent to 
diſcover a way to Cathay and China by the North-Eaſt, that 
William Barentz, was the Chief Pilot for this Diſcovery. ' The 
next Year the laſt of Auguſt, they had Speech with the Samoyeds, 
who know no God. The Sun { whoſe Preſence they are long 
deprived of in the Winter, which is recompenſed in their 
Nightleſs Summer) is worſhipped amongſt them, and when the 
Sun is declining out of .their fight, the Moon or North-Star 


is his Receiver or Succeſſor ( if you will ) in that Tribute of - 


their Devotions. Moreover the aforeſaid Author ſaith, that 
they ( viz. the Hollanders)) learned of certain Auſcovites, that 
the Inhabitants of Nova Zemia, had neither Religion, nor Ci- 
vility preſcribed them by any Law, but worſhipped the Sun, 
Moon, and North-Star: And that in the Year 1596. there 
were ſent other two Ships to proſecute this Diſcovery, and 
after many dreadful Combates with the Ice, and ore of the 
Ships departing from the other, they were forced to Winter 
in Nova Zemla, where they indured a continual Night of ma- 
ny Weeks, wherein neither the Sun nor any of his Courtly 
Train, the leaſt Rays to be the Harbingers of his defired Pre- 
lence, did preſent themſelves to their Eyes, from.the fourth of 
November, till the ſeven and twentieth of January they ſaw no Sun.

Ht: I come to demonſtrate from Gods firſt appointing the 
Sabbath to 7/-aelin the Wilderneſs, that we have no cer- 
tain Pattern from thence, that all men: ſhould Originally and 
Preciſely have ſix working days before their Sabbath.

t. We do not find that the Children of ſracl had obſerved 
their Sabbath from. their coming out of ZEgypr, until they ga- 
thered Manna. We read nothing of it before, but that when 
they had gathered twice as much Manna on the ſixth day, all 
the Rulers of the Congregation came and told Aoſes ( which 
tsa Demonſtration that they were ignorant of the Reaſon, why 
the People doubled their Portion on the ſixth day.) And 240- 
ſes. ſaid unto them, This. is that which the Lord hath ſaid, To 
Adorrow is the reft of the Holy Sabbath unto the Lord. And in 'ver. 
25. It is called « Sabbath unto the Lord. So that it may be 
computed, they had more than five Weeks. time, beſides what 
they had in Egypt of working days together without a Sabbath, 
and then their Sabbath when it was firſt commanded them was 
not their ſeventh-day, after no. more than their ſix. working 
days; but may be called their firſt-day Sabbath for ſetting up 
its Obſervation to 1ſracl in the Wilderneſs, and herein it did 
not Anſwer Gods Example of creating the World in fix days 
and reſting on the ſeventh-day which he then ſanAtified. An 
a Confirmation of this may be fairly drawn from Mr. Bamp- 
fields own Confeſſion, who pleading for the Jewiſh Sabbath, in 
his.

Now tho I differ from Mr. Bampficld, having clearly proved 
that the Account of the days were altered for Eccleitaſtical 
Things from the firſt Paſſover, yet I ſhall make ſome uſe of his 
Words, viz. That by his thus aſſerting, there was no new 
Epocha Exod. 16. to alter the Sabbath from the Creation, I 
conceive he does conſequentially Confirm what I haze ſaid, 
that the ſix days of gathering Manna, was no Pattern to fix 
ſix working days to go Originally before the Sabbath ; for if 
the 1/rachires gathering Manna fix days and reſting the ſeventh, 
was no new Epocha, notable Event or new Original for ſetting 
up their ſeventh-day Sabbath ; then their fix days of gathering 
Manna could not be an Epocha, for the fixing of their fix 
working days Originally before their Sabbath, for if it be not 
an Epocha to the one it cannot be ſo to the other. And if 
( as he faith) it was no Epocha for altering the Sabbath-day, 
then there was no need of it, as an Epecha to direCft them to 
keep the right Sabbath-day ; when if it were ſo ( as he alſo 
ſaith ) that the /ſraehres in Egypt were no ſtrangers to-it, and 
that it was not forgotten but well known to them, And ſo it 
conſequently follows from his Aſſertions, that there was alſo 
no need of the 1/raehites gathering Manna ſix days to be an Epo- 
cha to fix their ſix working days before their Sabbath. 


2. The Reaſon of the fourth Command to keep the ſeventh- | 


day Sabbath is, For in ſix days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, 
the Sea, and all that in them is, and reſted the ſeventh-day : Where- 
fore the Lord Bleſſed the Sabbath-day, and Hallowed it. Now 
this Reaſon for the Obſervation of the Sabbath on the ſeventh- 
day, does deſtroy its Moral Limitation to the ſeventh-day ap-

Evening. Is true, that ſeventh-day appointed in the Witder- 
neſs did: anſwer the Moral. Precept of the fourth Command- 
ment,. but yet. miſtake me. not : It is not found to Anſwer ir 
ſimply, becauſe it was that very ſeventh-day then appointed, 
or ſimply for that very days-ſake, without regard to their De- 
liverance out of Egyp:r; and that. new Appointment ('for if 
another ſeventh-day had been- fixed for their: Sabbath, it had 
anſwered the command as well as that )- but becauſe that ſame 
ſeventh-day was appointed. to them a- boundary ſucceſſively be- 
fore and after their ſix working days, nor did this command 
Morally-Jimit them to keep the ſame preciſe ſeventh-day. ſuc- 
ceſlively from the Creation ( for ſuch a Limitation is not- in 
"this Precept nor in any other place in the Holy Scriptures ) 
but it tyeth the Sabbath to the feventh-day as a boundary - to 
their, or our, or any Nacions fix. warking days, or tothe firſt- 
day before and after them, which anſwereth the ſame Law.

ſee, how the Apoltle confirms his Doctrine from the Order of Na- 
cure in our firſt Parents, and the Inſtitution of God tothem; znd 
if theſe are of Moral Uſe and Perpetually binding for our Obedi- 
ence, then we have Reaſon to believe that Gods ſanCtifying the 


firſt ſeventh-day-Sabbath,and the Order of Adam and Eves keeping, 


of it before their ſix working days, is alſo of Moral uſe unto us. 
2. } ſhall ſhew, that: an expreſs Law of Moſes is not only. 
Abrogated by the Authority of Jeſus Chriſt, but he juſtifies 


the doing of it by the Moral Pattern in our firſt Parents, as 
may be ſeen in Mark ro. 2, 3, 4. nd the Phariſees came to him, 
and atked tim, Is #t lawful for a Man to put away bis IWife ?. 
tempring him. And he anſwered and ſaid unto them, What did Moſes 


command you ? and they ſaid, Moſes ſuffered to write a Bill of Divorce- 


ment; and to put her away. And Feſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, . 
For the hardneſs of your Heart, he wrote you this Precept, But from 
the beginning of the Creation, God made them Male. and Female. 
For this cauſe ſhall a' man leave his Father and Mother, and cleave- 
to lis Wife; and they twain ſhall be one Fleſh — what therefore God, 


hath joined together, let no man. put aſunder. — And: he ſath unto. 
them, whoſoever ſhall put away his Wife ( Matthew ſaith except it be 
for Fornication ) and Marry another, committeth Adultery againſt her. 

1. To prevent any miſtake about this Precept of Diverce- 
ment, and to confirm what I may conclude from our -Saviours- 
Words before reciced, I ſhall conſider the Original Tranſcript 
of it, in Dent. 24.1, When a Man hath taken a Wife, and mar-: 
ried her, arid it come to paſs, that ſhe find no favour in his Eyes, 
becauſe he hath found ſome uncleanneſs (-in our Margin, it is mat- 
ter of * Nakeaneſs ) in her ; then let bim write her a Bill of D+- 
worcement, and give it in her hand, and ſend her-out of his Houſe, 
And here I ſhall note, that this matter of Uncleanneſs or Na- 
kedneſs, is not to be underſtood of Adultery. or Whoredom. 
For the Dutch Annotations ſay, that the Hebrew Word ſigmheth: 
Nakedneſs or Scandalouſneſs of any -thing mberein the Husband .ta-.. 
keth - diſltke to her, except Whoredom or Fornication. And. Mr. 
Ainſworth ſaith, Ir is any thing of- Shame- or Ignominy, as. 
© the Greek: tranſlateth a Shameful ( or. Uncomely ) thing 5; and 
* he-alfo- ſaith, that this is thought of ſome nor to -be .meant- 
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Deut, 22. 22. 


Taftances to confirm the uſe of Adam s Sabbath to us. 


* of Adultery, for which ſhe was to dye, it it were proved ; 
<« but of ſome evil thing in her Conditions or Actions which 


&« diſpleaſed her Husband. So the Phraſe was uſed in Dexr. 
&« 23. 14+ for that which was uncleanly and uilſcemly. 

2, The Sence of our Saviours Words clearly ſhewech, that 
this Law of Divorcement was deſigned for other Matters than 
for Whoredom or Fornication; for our Lord [| owning Moſes 
Precept of Sufferance ] to put away their Wives, excepts againſt 
it, unlefs it be I the Caſe of Fornication ; which if it were 
ſo limited under the Law, then .4oſes Sufferance was nothing 
but what our Saviour ſtill alloweth, and Chriſts Prohibition was 
nothing at all. This being Premiſed, it now follows that our 


Lord maketh that Adultery under the Goſpel, that was not ac- 


counted ſo under the Law. And from the Moral Pattern in 
Adam and Eve, he Abrogateth the Uſe and Authority of /ofes 
Precept, for ſuffering Men to put away their Wives for ſmal- 


.ler Cauſes than Fornication ; and if the Pattern in our firſt 


Parents was of ſuch. Moral uſe as to juſtifie our Saviours abo- 
liſhing of a written Precept of ſes, we have then Reaſon alſo 
to believe that their Example, or the Order of time of their 
firſt obſerving the Sabbath-day that was ſanCified for them, is 
of Moral uſe to us, we alſo having the Jewiſh Sabbath Abre- 
gated by Chriſts Authority in the New Teſtament. . » 


SECT. X. 


Aving opened and explained the two Foundation Scriptures 
H for our keeping the Sabbath-day, and proved the fourth 
Commandment to be Morally binding to all Nations; and that 
the Jewiſh Pattern for the Sabbath is only Judaical and Cere- 
monial, and alfo that from the 1ſraehires firſt obſerving their 
Sabbath in the Wilderneſs, we have no certain Pattern for 
having fix working days Originally before our Sabbath : And 
having given ſome New Teſtament Inſtances of divers Caſes, 
warranted and reformed by the Pattern in our firſt Parents, 
to ſhew that their Example of keeping their firſt Sabbath is 
alſo of Moral uſe to us : 1 ſhall here ſpeak ſomething farther, 
to explain the Pattern of Adams Sabbath, which I have alrea- 
dy: largely ſhewed, began with the Morning Day-light, as our 
Chiiſtian S>bbath doth. And therefore I have only here to 
add, That it cannot be ſuppoſed, but. that ſeeing God reſted 

h . _ on 
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on the ſeventh day, and ſandtified it for Man, that he alfo reſted, % 
and was not allowed on that ſameday to dreſs the Garden of Eder, Gen. 2. 3,15, 
which was his appointed Work in Innocency : For if Adam had li- 9 "IM 
berty to drgſs the Garden on the Day of God's Reſt, and was bound _” 
to begin his Sabbath after his ſix working days, or days wherein he 
might dreſs the Garden preciſely after God's Example, then he did 
keep his Sabbath on the ſixth day after God's Sabbath, and not on 
that ſeventh day ſucceſſively, which. God had ſanQified : And if 
he kept no Sabbath till the next ſeventh dy afrer God's ſeventh 
day of Reſt, then Adam had ſeven days in which he might dreſs 
the Garden before his Sabbath ; ſo that Adam mult either have 
kept another ſeventh day than that preciſe ſacceſlive ſeventh 
day which God had ſanCtified, viz. the ſixth day from God's 
Sabbath, or have ſeven working days before his firſt Sabbath, 
contrary to God's Example, or elſe begin his Sabbath before his. 
working days; and then it follows, that God's ſeventh day Sab- 
bath after his ſix days of Creation, was Man's Firſt day Sab- 
bath before his ſix working days, and ffter them the ſame ſucce(- 
five ſeventh day next following God's ſeventh day Szbbath, was 
alſo Man's ſeventh day Sabbath too. And ſo the ſanQitying of 
the ſeventh day in Ger. 2. and accordingly in the Moral Law, 
which was afterwards given forth to 1/razl, was anſwered un- 
der the Name either of the firſt or ſeventh day Sabbath. 
And farther to explain this Matter, God's ſeventh day Reſt 
afcer his ſix Creation days, was not deſigned for a Pattern to 
Man, that he ſhould alfo have firſt ſix working days before he 
kept his Sabbath; for then God would either have Created 
Adam with fome other things in the. beginning of his firſt days. 
Work, and have put him ta a Capacity to do ſome buſineſs. 
the fix Creation days, and then to reft the ſeventh day on which 
God reſted, or elſe ſome other way have ordered ſix working, 
days Originally for Man before his Sabbath ; but ſeeing it was: 
otherwiſe, it therefore followeth, chat God's ſeventh day Sab-= 
bath was only a Pattern for Mans dividing and counting his- 
time, and for bounding his fix working days, that he ſhould, 
not have more working days until a Sabbath, nor be at- Liber-- 
ty, ſo often as he pleaſeth to make any. one day in ſeven his, 
weekly Sabbath, viz. to reſt on the ſeventh day in one week, . 
and on the ſixth, fifth, fourth, third, ſecond, or firſt day in the 
next week after, which wonld have tended to.-confaſion ::bnt- 
that Man. fhould. have. ſix. warking days together. and no — 
counded: 
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bounded betore and after with a Sabbath, as it was in Adams 
Pattern. And thus our Golpel firſt-day Sabbath anſwereth the 
deſiga of G:d in ſanQtitying and commanding the obſervation 
of the ſeventh day, becauſe it is a boundary before and after to 
our {ix working days. | 


Moreover, As [ ſhewed . before, it could not be ſaid that 


God reſted [a] or the day,or on [the firſt] day before the Creation, 
or time was meaſured by a Day, and therefore the neceſſity of 
the Order of Nature placed God's Sabbath after his ſix Creation 
days, but there was not the like neceſlity that the ſame day of Reſt 
which was alſo made Adams Sabbath, ſhould be before his fix 
working days : So that it was fixed by the Lord in the Original 
Order of Adam and Eves time, that we ſhould have ſuch a Pat- 
tern, that not only anſwereth the principal End of a Sabbath, 
bur all Ends, and ſuiteth with the alteration of it, and with 
God's Example too as after Adams fix working days. And th6 
Adam?s Firſt-day of Reſt, or abſtinence from his own Buſineſs 
was on God's ſeventh day Sabbath ; yet ſeeing that Man's Origi- 
nal Sabbath was not appointed to be kept after God's Example 
of working ſix days firſt before his Sabbath, we have reaſon to 
believe that we alſo are not to follow it farther than we find by 
the Example of our firft Parents, that he deſigned it ſhould be 
of uſe to us. But that Adams Pattern was to explain the Mind 
of God in ſanctitying the ſeventh day, which I believe cannot 
rationally be denyed, nor that it ſhould be of Moral uſe to ns, 
to juſtifie our keeping of the Sabbath after the Goſpel Pattern, 
to anſwer the delign of God in the Moral Precept, and in his 
firſt ſanftifying of the ſeventh day againſt this Exception, thar 
it cannot .be ſaid to be Originally introduced by only ſix work- 
ing days, after God's Example of making the World, ſeeing 
our Firſt Parents did not follow it in this particular. 


SECT. XL 


Aving thus far treated on the Sabbath Day, I ſhall now 
proceed to ſhew, that thete is a firſt day to be obſerved

as Memorials of //-acls coming out of Egype, is plainly ſhewed in 
the Scriptures, and of the Jubilee, beſides what is expreſſed of 
it : Some have thought, that it was a Memorial of their reſt and *' 
firſt ſettlement in the Land of Canaan, but yet I conceive there 
was a fartber meaning in them, viz. as Types and Shadows of

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Sabbaths : And fo their fiftieth Year of Jubilee which followed 
a ſeventh Year Sabbath, may figure to us, that as after ſeven 
Sabbaths of Weeks they had a firſt days Sabbath, and as af- 
ter the ſeven Szbbaths of ſeven years, and all thoſe legal and 
external Bondages of Perſons and Things, there ſhould come a 
time of releaſe by ſound of Trumpet with a firſt Year Jubilee 
Sabbath ; ſo after all the bondage of the legal Adminiſtration, ' 
there ſhould come a time of Goſpel liberty, proclaimed by the 
Goſpel, with a firſt days Goſpel Sabbath. Thus you ſee how 
theſe Types and Shadows under the Law does figure- out our 
Goſpel firſt days Sabbath, as far, if not. farther than many 
Types does uſually ſuit with Antitypes : but as they have often 
exceptions in their parallels, ſo they are not of themſelves poſitive 
Proots but illuſtrations of Goſpel things, which ſeeing we have the 
Examples of the Primitive Chriſtian Churches keeping their 
Sabbath on the Firſt day following the Jews Seventh-day Sab- 
bath, or on the firſt day of their Week, which does fairly and 
twlly anſwer thoſe Typical Sabbaths under the Law, that are 
not applicable to any other Scripture obſerved Times under the 
Goſpel, nor to our Eternal Reſt, for that is not doubted to be 
a Reſt from Labour, and a time of Liberty ; nor can it be ty- 


' ped to us by Time, becauſe it is Eternal, or by an Eighth 


Seeing there is a Time or Day of General Judgment of 
Wicked Men, between the ſeventh thouſand years of the World

& yenth and laſt day of the Week they. ( viz. the Jews ) called 
&« Sabbath-day ; the firſt-day, of thei Week, our Sunday, they

© gur Tueſday the third of the Sabbath, &c. So that the 
clear Confeſſion of: the Saturday. Sabbatharians theryſelves does 
confirm that which is undeniably manifeſt in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, that the firſt of the Sabbath (which is. fo: called Mark 
16. 9. and is the ſame as one of the Sabbaths, in the other Evange- 
liſts, as hath been ſhewed) is the Name of the Firſt day: of the 
Jewiſh: Week, as it is alſo owned by Mr, Bampfield. | 

2.. This Firſt day —_— at its firſt founding by the Reſurre- 
Qion of Chriſt, tho it broke the Order of the Jewiſh working 
days among the Chriſtians, by tzking their firſt day for our Sab- 
bath, and their Sabbath into the Chriſtians ſix working or com- 
mon days, yet there was no breach of the Moral Law reſpe- 
ting the Order of the ſix working days, conſidered as being 
bounded before and after with a Sabbath, for the Jewiſh Sab-

So that at the firſt founding of our Chriltian Sabbath, 
it was bounded with fix Jewiſh working days, and their Sab-

Sabbath after our ſix working days, as Adams ſeventh-day Sab- . 


bath was after his ſix working days ; which Sabbath, when it 
was firſt founded on Gods ſeventh-day of Reſt, was alſo Adams 
firſt-day Sabbath. From whence I obſerve, that the Chriſtians 
Sabbath conſidered, as both their firſt and ſeventh-day Sabbath, 
is like as it was in the beginning, to which Chriſt refers us in 
other things for a Pattern to anſwer the Moral Law, and to 
make void the Ceremonial Addition to it, as hath been ſhew- 
ed : And now ince the aboliſhing of all Ceremonial Things in 
the Law of Moſes, that we have a Pattern for the Sabbath gi- 
ven to us by the Prattice of the Holy Apoſtles and the Pri- 
mitive Churches in the New Teſtament, appears as followeth.. 

r. After Chriſt aroſe from the Dead, on the firſt day of the

Week, he appeared unto his Diſciples and the eleven Apoſtles, > 5323336 
who were gathered together on the ſame day. And after eight John zo. 1.19. 


days Jeſus appeared again to his Diſciples that were Aſſembled, 
which was on the next firſt-day, being the eighth day ; for ir 
was the cuſtom of the Hebrews, after' this manner to expreſs 
this day-week, or this day feven-night, as we have an Inſtance 
in 2 Chron. 10. 5, 12. And he ſaid unto them, come again unto me 
after three days, and the People departed. So Feroboam and all the 
People came to Rehoboam on the third day. Which Example plain-- 
ly ſhews, that after three days, was on the third day ; and ſo 
bere in the Evangeliſt after eight days, was'on the eighth day, 
or after eight days were come, and not after they were paſt” 
on the: ninth day, as it 1s aifo clearly explained in Mark 8. 
31. The Son of Man muſt ſuffer — and be killed, and after three 
days riſe agam., For Chrilt aroſe from the Dead, not after, 


-but on the third day-after he was Crucified. And to this pre- 


fent day the Hollanders in their Vulgar Diſcourſe, expreſs: this 
day Week after the ſame manner, ſaying Over eight days:; fo 
that the Diſcip}es were aſſembled alſo on the ſecond firſt day 
of the Week after the ReſurreCtion of our Lord, who- appear- 
ed to them on thar day alſo. 

3. The Apoſtle ordered and appointed the Churches ofi the 
Galatians and Corinthians, to make- their Collections for the

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}conceive to be the ſame day which St. Fobz calls the Lords 
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x Cor. 16. 12. Saints on the firſt day of the Week, which buſineſs had no 


temporary Reaſon in it'to limit the doing of it to that day ; 
and therefore it is a clear Demonſtration, that it was the ac- 
cuſtomed day of their Aſſembling together to worſhip God, 
and for {uch Church Afﬀeirs; otherwiſe it?s rational to believe 
the Apoitle would have rather left them at Liberty to do ir 
on any day ; which Example of this Nature baving ſomething 
of an lnſtitution in ir, ſome have thought ir is a ſufficient war- 
rant of its ſelf, to juſtifie our keeping of the firſt day of the 
Week a Sabbath.

ſee the Church in a full Aſſembly before their uſual appointed 
Time on the firſt day of the Week.

It is ma- 
nifeſt therefore ( faith he, as may be there further ſeen) that 
within eight or ten Yezrs after St. Zobzns writing, the Lords 
day did not ſignifie the Jewiſh Sabbath, but the firſt day of 
the Week, on which our Saviour roſe again; and that it was 
then obſerved in contradiſtintion to the Jewiſh Sabbath, —— 
he alſo adds, the evidence of F»ſtin Martyr, and farther ſaith

by the Ancient Chriſtian Writers, /gnatius, Clement, Ireneus, 
Origen, Tertullan, &c. but by the Councils and Church Hiſto- 
ry all along.

for were this univerſally binding, it could not being a Poſitive 
Command, accommodate the Neceſlity of Nature, for the dif- 
ferent beginning and ending of the Sabbath, as the Pattern in 
Aaam and the New Teſtament Example doth. And this I con- 
ceive to be one chief Reaſon, that the Jewiſh Sabbath is abro- 
gated, and that we have only the Pattern of Adams Sabbath 
left us, by rational Inference from the Scripture ; and the Rea- 
ſon of the change of the Sabbath in the New Teſtament, for 
our beginning of it in the Morning, and that we have not 
any command fixing of it, as it was to 1/rael. For 1. That 
would have either bound us to the preciſe Point of Time of 
its beginning in the Lard of Canaan, and then the Memorial 
of Chriſts Reſurrection early in the Morning, had not been 
ſignificd by its beginning in other Nations, remote from their 
Borders; for in ſome places it muſt then begin at Noon, &c. 


and ſo its day-light there had been divided, and the Service . 


of God diitra&ted, and our worldly Aﬀairs too much intru- 
ding on the meeteſt time for ſolemn Worſhip. Or 2. Such 
a command to fix the beginning of the Sabbath, would have 
required it univerſally to begin in the Morning, or-at the dawn- 
ing of the Day, which is inconſiſtent with the courſe of Na- 
ture for many Weeks together in ſome Northern Parts of the 
World. And therefore, that thoſe People ſhould not be ob- 
liged by any Law to keep ſuch a Sabbath, which they are not 
capable conſtantly to obſerve; God was: pleaſed to leave only 
the Moral Precept of the fourth command, founded on his firſt 
ſanQifzing of the Sabbath to be binding to us all ;. that thoſe 
Northern People ſhould anſwer it, by beginning their Sabbath 
with the firſt and ſeventh-day, or proportionable. Diviſion of 
a day, bounding before and after their ſix working days, and 
allow it the ſame Proportion of Time, and ſhould preſerve 
the Memorial of the ReſurreC@tion of Chrift, by obſerving the 
firſt day of- the Week, from; and in Diſtinftion to the Jewiſh 
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Of the Sabbaths beginning in the Morning. 


feventh-day, as near as they can'to Anſwer the Example of 


the Primitive Churches in the New Teſtament. And that we 
and all others, that have conſtantly our natural days with 
Evenings and Mornings twenty four hours long, ſhould anſwer 
the ſame Moral Law after the Goſpel Pattern, 2nd as preciſely 
as we can to begin our firſt-days Sabbaths early, or.at the dawn- 
ing*of the Morning in every Nation. For if we, and all other 
ſuch Nations ſhould be tyed ſucceſſively to begin our Sabbath 
at the very preciſe Point of Time, of the duwning of the firſt- 
day in Jeruſalem, to contemporize with them in the Land of 
Canaan, where our Lord aroie from the Dead ; then they muſt 
either in other Countries Eaſtward to the Sun from the Land 
of Canaan, begin their Chriſtian Sabbath later in their Day- 
light, or Weltward from them ſooner in their Night, than 
they ſhould in Judea; and ſo in the Compaſs of the whole 
World, Eaſtward or Weſtward, there would be a beginning 
and ending of the Sabbath near a day and night, differing 
in their Time of day to the dawning of the day in the Land 
of Canaan ; and by this means in ſome parts of the World, 
the Chriſtian Sabbath would begin at Noon, at Evening, and 
at all hours of the Day and Night ; and ſo except in that very 
ſpot in and about the Land of Cavaar, they would loſe its Me- 
morial of Chriſts Reſurreftion at the Dawning of the Day. 
But if other Countries Eaſtward and Weſtward from Canaan, 
begin as they ought their firſt-days Sabbath like them at the 
ſame time of the day, then they mult either begin their firſt 
day ſooner or later than the firſt day began in Canaan; and 
ſoin the Compaſs of the World Eaſtward or Weſtward, it muſt 
begin and end in all Hours of the Jewiſh ſeventh or ſecond 
day of the Week, and in ſome place their firſt-day muſt be

And conſidering that Adams Sabbath was not only deſigned for 
the Moral end ot Mans abitineuce from Work, for a time of 
ſolemn Worſkip io GoYg, but that it had its Memorial of the 
Creation ; an that the Jewiſh ſcventh-day Sabbath afterwards 
bearing that Memorial, was alto appointed for Moral Ends, and 
for a Ceremouial Memorial that rendred it uncapable of be-

Purchaſe of our Spiritual and Eccrnal Salvation ſhould be pre. 
ferred before that of 1/racls Deliverance out of Egypr, then we 
ought to obſerve onr Chriſtian Sabbath as much as can be to 
Anſwer thereunto the end of its change ; which may be done 
by all Nations ( including thoſe Northera People ) keeping 
their firſt-day Sabbath in Dilſti.tion to and from the Jewiſh 
ſeventh-day.

Matter wherein he is not clearly enlightned, ſo as to give him 
an occzfion to ſtumble and fall at the Offence. For ſeeing be 
Conlcientiouſly keepeth Holy the firſt-dzy Sabb ith, for his retain- 
ing an eſteem for ſome Jewiſh Holy days, (ſo they be kept to 
the Lord in Chriſtian Worſhip and not for Jewiſh Sacrifices 
or ſyuch things which betoken Chriſts not being yet come and

God in the Goſpel ) with their power of final Condemnation, to 
thoſe that lay hold of, and have an Intereſt in the Miniltra- 
tion of Righteouſneſs by Jeſus Chriſt. 

Anſwer 3. To the Objection, from Coloff. 2. 14. Blotting out 
the hand-wruing of Ordinances, that was againſt us, which was con- 
trary to us, and took it out of the way, nailing it to his Croſs ; Here 
ſome may alfo think, the Apoſtle 'hath aboliſhed the: binding

© alſo clearly. For the Moral Law, properly, maketh no Enmi- 
© ty betwixt Jews and Gentiles, ſeeing that is alſo written in 
< Nature, Roz. 2.14. but it is only the Ceremonial Law, by which 
© this Difference and Enmity betwixt theſe Nations is occaſioned 
© 25 is noted there. Neither can it be well ſaid of the Moral 
© Law, That Chriſt hath taken it away by his Death, to free us 
© wholly from the Obfervation thereof, as Pauls intent here is 
© to prove. For althd we are by Chriſt delivered from the 
© Curſe and Rigid Obſervation of. the Moral Law, nevertheleſs 
© we remain obliged to the Obſervation thereof, as 'the'Rule of 
© Thankfulneſs which we owe unto God for our Deliverance. 

To this I ſhall here add, That the Ceremonial Law was 
againſt the Gentiles, as a Wall of Partition that kept them 
more ſeparated from the Fews, than under the Goſpel Admi- 
niſtration. For WE NNELE + 

1. There was a difference in_Meats that were forbidden to 
the Fews by the Law of 2oſes, but were: lawful for the Ger- 
riles to eat, and this did occaſion ſome Separation of the Fews 
from them. ; 

2. The Fews were not to take them Wives of the Feathers, 
nor join Afﬀinity with other Nations round about: them. 

3- The Land of Canaan was given and divided by Lot to 
the Children of 1/rael! for an Inheritance, and they were not 
to ſell their Poſſefſions for a longer time than the Year of Jn- 
bilee. So that the Gerriles could not inherit the Land with 
them; but were ſeparated as Strangers and Sojourners.

much as the Prophet ſheweth that the Sons of the Strangers,

whence ſome have argued, that neither a Law nor Example 
can bind us univerſally to the Obſervation of any one Day, 
and therefore if it were agreed amongſt men, any day of the 
Week, or one day in ſeven may be made our ſeventh-day 
Sabbath, boundary to fix working days, and ſo would anſwer 
the Moral Law. 

Anſwer, 1, The Queſtion is, Whether the Moral Law bindeth 
us to keep the ſeventh-day, which men may appoint at their 
own pleaſures, or the ſeventh-day that we are direCted unto 
in the Holy Scriptures. Surely we ought to exert our Obe- pjjj, ,. r7.

fet forth to be an Example to us. 1 ſay not that-we 'fhonld 
follow them 1n all things they-ever did, but in all things they 
did which were effential to anſwer any Moral' or 'Goſpel Pre- 
cept given for our Praftice, and conſequently in this particu- 
lar of the firt-day. Szbbath. For ſeeing the Ceremonial Pre- 
cept for the Sabbath is abrogated, and the Covrſe of Nature 
maketh it impoſſible to be morally binding to all Nations; 
we have then no other DireCtions,' how to anſwer the Moral 
Law, but the Goſpel Pattern juſtified by the Example of our 
firſt Parents ; and therefore we having a politive Law to keep 
the ſeventh-day Sabbath, we are under a neceſlity 'to make that 
our Pattern. For tho” the- Apoſtle did go into 'the Fews: Syna- 
gogues, and there preached the Goſpel on their ſeventh-day 
Sabbath, as the mcete!t time to Convert both the Fers/and 
Gentiles who aſſembled together on. that day : Yet we'no where 
find in Scripture, that the Apoſtles, Diſciples of Chriſt, and 
Primitive Churches did of choice ſet a-part that day, but the 
firſt day of the Week for Goſpel Service ; and this being Re- 
corded as the only Example of the Goes Churches Obedi- 
ence tothe Moral Law, in this particular of the Sabbath, Ture

down by Humane Hiſtory as the PraCtice. of ſome Chriitians ; 
for the Scriptures ſtew, that divers were under miſtakes and er-

wverſally kept, and therefore riever commanded the whole Charch.” Ore 
and the ſame day ( ſath he_) could nor poſſibly be obſerved a Sab- 
bath by all the Jews, inthe Eaſt parts and Weſt parts too of Judea, 
and in Babilon, and in Rome, by Reaſon of their Diverſity of 
Lengitudts. And if it be ſuppoſed to be but two or the degrees aiffe- 
rence of Tongitudes, yet -will that difference make the days'as truly 
to differ from being the ſame, as will an hundred and three, tha it 
will not make them ſo miich to aiffer. But altho? this 'be true, 
and the Law of Moſes for fixing the Jewiſh Sabbath ro begin 
at Evenin the Wilderneſs, and in the Land of Canaan,* was ne- 
ver deſigned to bind the 1/raclires to that which is impoſlible, 
viz, to begin their Sabbaths both: at the ſame time of day, 
and, at. the preciſe Point of Time'to contemporize 'in all places 
where they ſojourned ; yet it doth. not from hence follow, as 
ſome have argued, that ſuch differences of days do "oy us, 
rom 
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ſrom all Obligations to keep any one particular day ;. ſo that 
if Chriſtians agree upon the fourth, fifth, ſixth, or any other 
day of the Week, to make it the ſeventh-day Sabbath after 
our ſix working days, it does anſwer the Mind of God in the 
Moral Law, as well as by keeping our firſt-day Sabbath. For 
altho ( as I have proved) the Jewiſh Sabbath being by Law 
to begin at Even, was therefore gever deſigned for a univer- 
ſal Pattern to all Nations; yet who will ſay, that it was not. 


a Pattern for the Fews in all places that had Evenings, where * 


they did ſojourn, and where .the days have no Evenings for 
many Revolutions of the Sun, there was no Provifion made 
for their Sabbath in the Ceremonial Law which they were un- 
der. For God had placed 1ſ/racl within other Nations, and re- 


quired all their Males three times a Year to appear before him Dent. 16. 16. 


in Feruſalem, And therefore, they were not to ſojourn ſo far 
amongit the Heathens as thoſe Northern { or Southern ) Parts, 
while they were a free and peculiar Kingdom of Prieſts to God. 
So then notwithſtanding the Ceremonial Precept for. the 
Sabbath was neither deſigned to oblige the Heathens In thoſe 
Northern Countreys, -if they were then inhabited, nor could 
by Reaſon of the difference of their days accommodate the 
Fews to keep their Sabbaths there: Yet if that Law was bind- 
ing at all, under the leaſt Alteration of their Day ( as I think 
none can doubt of that, nor conſequently that it was obliging 
to the Fews in other parts of the World alſo, where the days 
differed 'more in Point of Time, to begin their Sabbaths at 
Evening, with allowance to comply with the Neceſlity of the 
Courſe of Nature) I ſay then, ſeeing that Ceremonial Precept 
was binding under ſuch 'Alterations of their day, it muſt be 
granted that it obliged them not to vary from one another in 
the time of keeping their Sabbath, farther than the Neceſlity 
of Nature did compell them for the beginning and ending of 
it at the time prefixed by the Law. Otherwiſe if their Law 
did not ſo reſtrain them, it was of no force nor ufe to them, 
and conſequently if the Goſpel Pattern for us to keep the firſt 
day Sabbath, be any Pattern at all for us to follow, as I have 
ſhewed it is, it doth then oblige us to obſerve it, with no 
farther Allowance to alter the day, than to accommodate the 
Neceſlity of Nature in every Countrey where we dwell.

of Abſtinence from work before his ſix working days; yet that 
was properly Gods own Sabbath on which he reſted, and not 
Adams, becauſe he could not be ſaid to reſt before he had any 
working days ; and therefore, tho' Adam abſtained from work 
on. Gods Sabbarh, yet the Moral end of Gods Example, fixed 
Adams firſt Sabbath to begin on the next ſeventh-day after the 
Sabbath on which God had reſted from his Work of Crea- 
tion. | 
Anſwer, 1. Adam was either allowed to dreſs the Garden on 
Gods ſeventh-day of Reſt, which he ſanCtified, and ſo to have 
ſeven working days, as hath been faid; before he could reſt on 
the next ſucceſſive ſeventh-day, or have his ſeventh-day reſt 
a day before it; which I believe none will affirm, or elſe he 


was bound in Duty to keep his Sabbath before his ſix work- 


ing days on Gods ſeventh-day of reſt,-and then it was Adams 
Sabbath alſo; as Chriſt plainly tells us, That the Sabbath was 
made for Man, and not Man for the Sabbath. 

2. There is two Moral Reaſons for Man to Sabbatize or 
keep a Sabbath. The one is to abſtain from work, that he may 
devote himſelf to Worſhip his Creator; the other is to reſt 
and refreſh himſelf from his Toyl and Labour. Now altho? 
many Men have not toiled themſelves in any- Work, 'and ſo 
have no need of a reſt to refreſh their Bodies ; yet ſuch are 
bound to keep the Sabbath as-well as others, in ceaſing from 
finding their own Pleaſure, and ſpeaking their own Words, 
and to Honour God on his Holy Day, 1/a. 58. 13. So then, 
tho' Adam and Eve had not palled one working day, before 
they had Gods ſeventh-day Sabbath made for them ; yet it was 
their Moral Duty to abſtain from Work, and-to Dedicate 
that very- day, to Attribute their Praiſe and Worſhip to him. 
For we find by Abels Offering the Firſtlings of his Flock, which 
'was afterwards required of 1ſrac! with all the firſt Fruits of 
the Land -of Caraar, that the firſt of all our Increaſe is moſt 
acceptable to God ; and ſo by the ſame Rule, was the- firſt 
of Time after the Creation. And when Adam was put into 
the Garden of Eder, and had ſeen all the Cattel and Beaſts 
of the Field, and the Fowls of the Air; and after that -had Eve 
brought to him, which God had formed for a help Meet for 
him; and had taken a little view-of the Works of God in the 
Heavens, and on the Earth, and oof his own Happy-Eſtate and 
Lordſhip over the Creatures : Then ſurely it was his —_ 

| uty 
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Duty, before he ſerved himſelf in any Work or Buſineſs of 
his own, moſt ſolemnly. to Praiſe and Gorifie God for Crea- 
ting him aftec his own Image, and making him Lord over all the 
Earth. And this ſeemeth to have been the Work of Man and 
Angels, from Fob 38. 7. When the Morning Stars ſang together, 
and all the Sons of God ſhouted for Foy. For th0 it may be doubt- 
ed what theſe Morning Stars are, and how they ſang; yet 
the Sons of God moſt properly were the Angels and Man, who 
bear the greateſt Likeneſs and Image of their Creator ; of thoſe 
then its ſaid they all ſhouted for Joy; and I -obſerve from the 
Text, that as this could not: be preciſely at the fame inſtant, 
when. the Foundations of the Earth were laid, but rather 
when the Works of Creation were finiſhed ; becauſe neither 
the Natural Stars nor Mankind were then formed : So there. 
is no Reaſon to underſtand the Text of any Time after the 
fall of Man, for then the Enmity of the Evil Angels againſt 
God, would rather excite them to Curſe, than to Rejoice- 
and Praiſe him for his . Works. It's' true the Word [| al] is 
ſometimes taken for a part, and not the whole ; but not here, 
for when God had finiſhed his Work on the. fixth-day, He 
ſaw every thing that he had made, and behold it was very good. So 
that neither Man nor Angels were then fallen, nor before this - 
Solemn' Acclamation of Joy, for that would have been a Check: 
unto it. Beſides, we find nothing- mentioned. in the Text of 
Redemption-Grace, but of- the Works of Creation; and there- 
fore, we have the greateſt Reaſon to refer it to a Time of 
ſolemnizing the Praiſes of God, between the flniſhing of the 
Creation, and the Fall; and there is Reaſon to believe, that 
ſo it was; for why ſhould we imagine, that God ſhould Create 
all things very good and- in PerfeCtion, .and never receive their: 
perfet Homage and Praiſe.- It is therefore rational to believe, 
that God did not ſuffer ſin- to Marr the PerfeCftion of his 
Works, till all was finiſhed and did ſhew forth his Praiſe. And 
then if Man had a time in Perfe&tion to ſolemnize the Praiſe 
of his. Creator, when could it beſt be done, but in. the ſanfti-

was then Pure, and ferved God always; yet why did. God ſan- and Mr. a4.

But ſome may ſay, 'Fh6 by Adams firſt keeping 
his: Sabbath, we have no Example for beginning oor Sabbath, 
originally after our ſix working days, yet the fix- days. in 
which J/racl firſt gathered Manna was to ſettle the keeping of 
their Sabbath, as after their ſix working days, and not before 
them. | | 
Anſwer 1, The gathering Manna fix days before their firſt 
Sabbath in.the Wilderneſs, is no where afligned as a fixing, their 
firſt Sabbath, after no more than ſix working days. But it 
rather appears, as.to Man an Accidental; thing : For. we find 
that God firſt gave the People Manna upon thein\murmuring, 
becauſe of hunger. Beſides, if God had defigned to fix fix 
working days before their firſt Sabbath, | it would better have 
ſuited ſuch an end, for God- to have ſanctified the ſeventh-day 
from their firlt Paſſover, or from the Red Sea, when they- were 
delivered from Pharaohs purſuing of them z_ but notwithſtand- 
ing Iſrael were freed from the fear of their Enemies, and had 
nothing, as I can find, to - hinder their reſting on the next 
ſventh-day after, yet-if we' reckon the day on which Moſes 
and the Children of 1/ac! ſang and danced before the Lord for 
Joy of their Deliverance ; and the three days they were jn the 
Wilderneſs of Shur, and after that their coming to Morah, and 
their Incamping after that 'at Elim by the twelve Wells of Wa- 
ter and ſeventy Palm Trees, from whence they removed .unto 
the Wilderneſs of S:z,, where they murmured for Bread ; and 
alſo count unto the' day of their gathering Manna, we cannot

So that by that account of.'the beginning . and 
ending of-their days, the Jewiſh: Sabbath could -not-'be the' pre- 
ciſe ſucceſlive. ſeventh-day reſt from the Creation.' And conſi- 
dering, it was never aſfligned in Scripture to be the ſame, but 
-rather another day, to. draw the 1/rael/ites from the Idolatry of 
the Heathens, who worſhipped: the. Sun on our firſt-day, called 
.therefore Sunday, which is believed to be moſt: likely the old 
ſeventh-day from: the: Creation. And alſo ſeeing, the Lord

'bath : There is therefore no Reaſon to think, that the Sab-

Bat to conclude this Anſwer, 1 ſhall make this remark on the 
Authors Words before recited. That ſeeing, he ſaith, That 
they ought to return again into ſuch Countreys, where they may be in a 
Capacity to ſerve God — for Mens Habitations ought to ſtoop to Gods 
Law, and not Gods Law to their Habitations.
